There are numerous Industrial groundwates
contamination plumes that have directty impacted or condinue %o threaten
g quairy for piive uses. Throughout the reglon,
groundwater contamination piumes have farced some wells to be taken out
of service and continue to ihreaten other local groundwater supplies as the
plumes migrate.

Flood Munagement

chaliangas. The primary flood management endty within fhe ARS Region is
Sacramento Area Fiood Control Agency(SAFCA). Cumently, he Sacramento
regian has the lowest fevel of £00d protection of any major U.S. metropolian
area. Therefore, ane of e ARB IRWMP key strategles Is 10 achieve 3 200-
year ficod protection In appicable urban areas by 2025.

GCroundwater Management

The Water Forum Agreement (WFA) signatories agresd upon a
ang-term average annual groundwater extraction limitation of
519,000 AF (sustainadle yieid) wiihin Sacramento angd Placer
counties.Conjunchive use with surface water aliows the ARE ragion
o meet anrual water demands of 498,954 AFY (2010). The amount
of surface water wsed Is dependent upon the amount of ot
collecied In the Folsom Resenvoir, In wetter years, groundwater
pumping will be graatly reduced through Increased surfacs water
use. Mo long-tarm ovendrart of groundwater exists within the region.
